He set a fast 
pace, hut Valhal came with a rush in the stretch 
and won going away.

$1.5 .iNmi, is, of course, tin* headliner. It will be 
decided on the o|H-ning day of the Clmreliill Ihiwns 
meeting, October 7. The otlier stakes to be run 
during Hie nine days’ meeting at Chiircliill Downs 
will ail carry a value of $ 1 ,(H 10 aiUled and will be 
as follows;
